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Yacht’s ‘faulty keel’ 
led to sailor’s death 





Stars set 
for city 
location 

SCREEN siren Scarlett 
Johansson is set to bring 
a touch of glamour to the 
city when Ely Cathedral is 
used as a location in her 
latest film.

The Other Boleyn Girl, a 
BBC Films Production, is 
about the power 
struggles, rivalries and 
strained loyalty between 
sisters Anne and Mary 
Boleyn. 

Johansson plays Mary 
opposite Portman as 
Anne and Eric Bana stars 
as Henry VIII. 

The cathedral was a 
location last year for the 
filming of The Golden Age 
which saw Australian

actress Cate Blanchett 
arrive in the city. 

It is not known how much 
money the producers 
have paid to use Ely 
Cathedral but the budget 
for the entire movie is 
believed to be around 
£20m. 


The Other Boleyn Girl is 
due to be released in 
February next year. It is 
already in the post¬ 
production stage and Ely 
Cathedral is being used 
for an additional 
sequence.

KEEN sailor Jamie 
Butcher died when 
a badly-designed 
keel came off the 
racing yacht he was 
crewing, it has been 
revealed. 

The yacht capsized 
off the Devon coast 
earlier this year. The 
skipper and three 
other crew members 
were rescued. 

A report into the tragedy 
by the Marine Accident 
Investigation Branch has 
just been published, 
showing that the keel - the 
part of the yacht extending 
along the bottom from stem 
to stern - broke off as it was 
sailing in winds gusting to 
35 knots off Prawle Point. 

Jamie, 27, of Courier 
Close, Mildenhall, was 
making his first voyage on 
the race-winning yacht 
Hooligan V. He had an 
ambition to take part in 
ocean racing and was a 
member of Ely Sailing 
Club. 

Investigators discovered 
that the Dutch-built Max 
Fun 35 yacht had been 
worked on by a sub¬ 
contractor with no marine 
experience. 

To “reduce costs”, the 
sub-contractor had changed 
the design of the keel of the 



yacht without adequately 
assessing the stresses to 
which it would be subjected, 
the report added. 

Also, faults with the keel 
were not spotted when the 
vessel was taken in for 
repairs and maintenance at 
the end of a successful 
racing season last year. 

The report said Jamie 
may have been knocked 
unconscious when the boat 
capsized and may have been 
trapped underneath it. 

The skipper was trapped 
underneath but managed to 
escape at his third attempt, 
despite suffering severe 
hypothermia. 

The report said Jamie 
was a very fit young man 
despite having type one 
diabetes. 

“He enjoyed a wide range 
of demanding sports 
including power boating, 
free-fall parachuting and 
rock climbing,” the report 
said. 

“He had five years’ sailing 
experience, was clear- 
thinking and would have 
been familiar with the 
actions to take in the event 
of a capsize.”

Bill for rail bridge crash 
already stands at &500k

A HUGE operation to re¬ 
place a rail bridge 
damaged by derailed 
wagons has cost £500,000 
so far. 

Engineers working for 
Network Rail in Ely have had to 
build a 1.3km temporary road 
across marshland to allow a 
1,000-tonne crane to remove 11 
wagons left dangling over the 
River Great Ouse, along with 
the bridge itself. 

The river, which has been 
closed since an EWS freight 
train derailed between Ely Dock 
Junction and Soham on June 22, 
reopened last week. 

A spokeswoman for Network 
Rail, which is part funded by 
the Government, confirmed that 
£500,000 has been spent so far, 
mainly on building the tem¬ 
porary road from the A142. 

But she said the final cost of 
the repair project could not be 
estimated until a design for the 
replacement bridge is finalised. 

An inquiry into the cause of 
the crash by the Rail Accident 
Investigation Branch is still in 
progress. 

The passenger rail route 
between Ely and Bury St 
Edmunds is expected to remain 
closed for another four months 
until the new bridge is in place, 
with a replacement bus service 
in operation. 

Network Rail has worked 
with the Environment Agency 
to clear the Great Ouse of 
between 20,000 and 40,000 tonnes 
of building aggregate pitched 
into the river in the crash. 

That means boaters attending 
the Inland Waterways Asso¬ 
ciation festival in St Ives later 
this month will have a clear 
route, instead of having to 


negotiate the trickier New 
Bedford River. 

Patrick Hallgate, Anglia route 
director for Network Rail, said: 
“We’re very happy that after 
several weeks of incredibly hard 
work by all involved, we’re able 
to reopen the river. We thank 


local businesses for their 
patience and understanding 
whilst we deal with this difficult 
and complex incident. We are 
now focused on finalising the 
design of the new bridge and its 
construction. This is likely to 
take a number of months. We

will have a more definitive 
timeframe once the design is 
complete. 

“We appreciate, and share, 
rail passengers’ frustration and 
are working to get the railway 
open as soon as we can. We 
promise to keep all those 
involved informed of the 
progress.” 

Network Rail says the river 
will not close when construction 
of the new bridge starts - a 
pontoon will be used like a 
swing bridge to transport 
equipment while allowing boats 
past. 


Cannabis grower avoids jail term 


A CANNABIS smoker who 
secretly grew his own supply in a 
shed has escaped jail. 

Richard Gittoes kept 61 
cannabis plants hidden from his 
wife at his home in School Lane, 
Chittering. 

Gittoes, 39, was given a six- 
month jail sentence, suspended 
for one year, by Ely magistrates. 
He had admitted producing a 
class C drug. 


Gittoes must do 180 hours’ 
unpaid work and pay £190 costs. 
Magistrates also ordered the 
forfeiture and destruction of the 
drugs. 

Charles Durrant, prosecuting, 
said “professional equipment” 
such as heating, lighting and 
insulation was found with the 
plants in a police raid on Gittoes’ 
home on May 31. 

He said it was accepted the 


plants were for personal con¬ 
sumption. 

Melanie Benn, mitigating, said 
Gittoes had put the plants in the 
shed to keep his habit away from 
his wife and family. 

She added: “The sheer terror of 
having to come to court and face 
the possibility of losing his 
liberty means he is never going to 
offend in the future.”

Finns urge tighter 
curbs on travellers 


BUSINESSES have demanded 
action from police and council 
officers over repeated traveller 
camps at an industrial estate. 

Firms from the Cambridgeshire 
Business Park in Ely met officials 
from East Cambridgeshire District 
Council and police officers after 10 
caravans moved on to a council- 
owned car park between July 13 and 
19 - the fourth such camp at the estate 
and the second this year. 

David Littlechild, chairman of 
engineering firm Shearline, told 
police tougher action is needed. The 
company said human waste was left 
on the car park, a stolen car was 
parked there and staff were threat-

ened on their way to work. 

Mr Littlechild wrote to Sergeant 
Paul Rogerson of the Ely North 
Neighbourhood Team after receiving 
a letter from the police informing him 
the “situation has now been resol¬ 
ved”. 

Mr Littlechild said that ignored the 
cost to businesses, adding: “It is not 
resolved for the owner of the 
building, as they have to meet the cost 
of clearing up and the repairs which 
follow the damage by the travellers.” 

Mr Littlechild urged the police and 
Government to change their approach 


to unauthorised camps. 

He said: “I am quite sure that if any 
individual had caused the awful 
destruction to property and grounds 
which has resulted from the traveller 
encampment, it would not have been a 
case of effectively saying ‘off you go 
and no further action will take 
place’.” 

Police defended their response, say¬ 
ing they followed agreed protocols in 
such situations. 

A district council spokesman said 
businesses were informed what 
powers the police and local councils 
had to deal with unlawful encamp¬ 
ments. He said security on the site was 
also discussed.

Tip-offs flood in 
over sex slaves 


TIP-OFFS about brothels, 
human trafficking and 
sexual exploitation are 
flooding in after Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police launched 
a massive operation to 
tackle the gangs responsible. 

Detectives received 20 
calls from the public in one 
day after publicly launching 
Operation Radium, a crack¬ 
down on gangs making a 
fortune out of sex slavery in 
about 100 brothels across the 
county. 

Det Chief Insp Paul Full- 
wood, in charge of the 
inquiry, said: “It’s really 
heartening that members of 
the public are responding. 
It’s still early days, but 
judging by the response so 
far I’m optimistic more and 
more people will call. 

“Just one phone call could 
make the difference between 
slavery and freedom for the 
young girls and women who 
are the victims of this 
trade.” 

Operation Radium, which 
has been run secretly for 
several months, was laun¬ 
ched publicly last Tuesday, 
when police revealed they 
had already identified 57 
possible brothels and covert¬ 
ly visited 41. 

Although they are located 
across the county, several of 
the brothels were in Ely and 
the Cambridge area, as well 
as in villages. Police said 
many were in respectable

residential areas. 

The aim of the operation 
is not to target willing sex 
workers but to find gangs 
who are luring young wom¬ 
en into the country with the 
promise of legitimate jobs 
and a better life, before for¬ 
cing them into prostitution 
against their will. 

Following the first phase 
of the inquiry, police have 
revealed they have already 
made 20 arrests and rescued 
six women and girls from 
sex slavery, including a 16- 
year-old Ugandan who was 
24 weeks pregnant. 

Det Chief Insp Fullwood 
described the gangs’ activi¬ 
ties as an “evil and disgust¬ 
ing” business, and said 
evidence suggested women 
were also being sold from 
one group to another once 
they had outlived their 
usefulness. 

He added: “Much of the 
success of Operation Rad¬ 
ium will depend on the 
quantity and quality of 
information we receive from 
the public. They are our eyes 
and ears. 

“People see and hear 
things, and I want to know 
about the suspicious and the 
unusual.”

Health chiefs defend city hospital 


HEALTH chiefs have 
defended Ely’s Princess of 
Wales Hospital after it 
was criticised in a report 
on kitchen hygiene. 

A Liberal Democrats 
report on hospital eater¬ 
ies in England claims half 
of England’s hospitals are 
not up to scratch. 

Ely’s Princess of Wales 
Hospital features in the 
report, noting a dirty 
extractor fan in a kitchen 
and chilled food stored at 


between 7 degrees and 11 
degrees - the guideline is 
8 degrees. 

Other hospitals were 
said to have problems 
with cockroaches, mice 
and medical waste on food 
handling equipment. 

But Graham Nice, lead 
nurse (Provider Services) 
for Cambridgeshire 
Primary Care Trust, said 
“The relatively minor 
issues highlighted by the 
Liberal Democrats report 


relating to the Princess of 
Wales and North Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Hospitals 
were identified in inspec¬ 
tions undertaken by the 
respective local authori¬ 
ties in April/May 2007. 

“I am pleased therefore

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AN arson attack on Ely 
JobCentre is making claim¬ 
ants suffer and hitting tax¬ 
payers in the pocket. 

Jobseekers now have to travel to 
Cambridge for interviews after the 
city’s JobCentre was forced to close. 

And taxpayers are picking up the 
bill for extra travel expenses 
following the arson attack in the 
early hours of July 30. 

Though normal appointments to 
sign on are being held at a 
temporary centre in the offices of 
Hereward Housing on St Mary’s 
Street, meetings for new jobseekers 
and follow-up interviews are being 
held in Cambridge. 

Stephen Germeney, an electrical 
salesman whose wife Joanne is 
looking for a job after giving birth to 
their daughter eight months ago, 
was worried when he heard she 
would have to travel from their Ely 
home to Cambridge for an interview. 

Mr Germeney, 34, who lives in 
Christopher Tye Close, said: “We 
asked if we could rearrange it, but 
they said if you do not come, your 
benefits will be stopped. 

“That money doesn’t sound like a 
lot but it has a substantial impact - 
without it we would struggle.” 

He was able to arrange for his 
father to take Joanne to Cambridge, 
but fears others may suffer. 

He said: “We are not as badly off 
as some are. Some young mums will 
be having to go by bus and may not 
have the money to pay in the first 
place. 

“How much is it costing the 
taxpayer to pay all these bus fares 
and travel costs?” 

A spokesman for the Department 
of Work and Pensions said: 
“Following the fire at Ely Jobcentre 
Plus staff have been working hard to 
minimise the disruption caused to 
customers. 

“Customers will need to travel to 
Cambridge if they are requested to 
attend an interview with an adviser, 
but will be able to claim travel 
expenses in advance from the 
Jobcentre Plus temporary site at 
Hereward Housing Association.” 

He said it was too early to estimate 
how much the arson attack would 
cost.

The report continued: “Had Jamie 
Butcher managed to get clear of the boat, 
and was conscious, then it is most likely 
that he would have instinctively 
responded to the repeated calls by the 
crew in the water and made his way back 
to the boat. 

“The fact that he did not do so suggests 
that he was either trapped under the boat 
or was unconscious.” 

The report said he died due to immer¬ 
sion. 

The accident happened in the early 
hours of February 3. Jamie’s body was 
recovered from the sea four hours later. 

The MAIB said that the Dutch builder 
of the craft “sub-contracted construction 
of the hollow keel to a steel fabricator 
who had no marine experience”. 

The report added: “The fabricator 
changed the design of the keel to ease 
manufacture and reduce costs, but 
without adequately assessing the 
stresses to which the keel would be 
subjected in service.” 

In 2005, the vessel’s owners contracted 
a UK yacht designer to optimise the 
yacht for racing. 

A further 160kg was added to the keel - 
something which had “exacerbated the 
situation,” the MAIB said. 

The report said Max Fun 35 yacht 
keels had now been redesigned and new 
keels had been fitted to existing craft. 

At the time there was speculation that 
the yacht may have struck a container 
from the merchant ship Napoli, which 
ran aground in the same area. 

Jamie had worked as a barman at 
Newmarket nightclub De Niro’s and was 
employed as a property technician at 
Thetford company Multiyork at the time 
of the accident. 

An inquest into his death has yet to be 
held. 


Magpas flies 
to help driver 

THE Magpas Air Ambulance landed 
first at the scene of a lorry crash near 
Haddenham. 

The driver of a lorry broke his 
shoulder after his vehicle rolled into a 
tree on the A1123 at 2.15pm on Monday. 

The flying paramedics got to the 
scene and administered some powerful 
painkillers to the unnamed patient. 

He was then taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, in Cambridge, by road. 

Dr Lorraine Greasley, Magpas 
paramedic Ben Caine, and Ambulance 
Trust paramedic Mark Rosenfield, 
made up the Magpas team. 

Christian Morris, Magpas spokes¬ 
man, said, “Given the nature of the 
incident, the driver was quite lucky to 
escape with the injuries he did. 
Magpas has been to numerous 
accidents similar to this one where 
patients have required lifesaving 
treatment at the scene.”

Cathedral hits back at 


‘pay-to-pray’ criticism

ELY Cathedral has been 
defended after a stinging 
magazine article claimed 
visitors should expect 
snooty staff, over-priced 
coffee and endless de¬ 
mands for money. 

This month’s Oldie magazine 
lays into the historic cathedral 
for making people “pay to pray”. 

But Alan Hargrave, canon 
missioner at Ely Cathedral, hit 
back by saying entry charges are 
the only means of survival and 
that staff often waive the fee for 
worshippers. 

The author of the piece, 
Wilfred De’Ath, recommends 
visiting before 9am to avoid 
“snooty ladies trying to extract 
the entrance fee”, lambasts the 
refectory’s “over-priced, inferior 
coffee” and moans that staff 
“never stop asking for money”. 

The cathedral became the first 
in England to charge entrance 
fees in 1986, with an adult ticket 
now £5.20. Entry is free before 
9.15am and on Sundays, while 
residents of Ely and those 
attending services are exempt. 

Canon Hargrave defended staff 
against claims of snootiness. He 
said: “I think that is very unfair. 
They deal with all sorts of 
people, and we often have people 
tell us just how friendly and 
welcoming they are. 

“It is a place of worship, and 
we do try to make an exception 



for people who come to worship.” 

Mr De’Ath’s criticisms promp¬ 
ted Canon Hargrave to ask 
whether the journalist had any 
better ideas on funding. He said: 
“If it wasn’t for charging he 
wouldn’t have been able to come 


at all. If he has a few million 
pounds to spare, we can stop 
charging. 

“The reality is that when we 
did not charge, the cathedral was 
in danger of having to close. It is 
not something we do gladly, but it 
is our major source of income, 
and we do not feel we have a 
choice.” 

Mr De’Ath points out that 
when he complained about the 
fee as he wanted to pray, he was 
granted a free lifetime pass. 


Canon Hargrave called that a 
“classic example” of how the 
cathedral responds to the needs 
of visitors. 

Charging in cathedrals is a 
divisive issue. The Church of 
England’s General Synod heard a 
proposal to scrap fees on the 
grounds they were turning 
places of worship into “touristic 
commodities” in 2003, but 
officials say they are a necessity 
as the Government provides 
little funding. 


Hungry staff to

Day care 
services in 
line for big 
shake-up 

A MAJOR shake-up of day care services 
for adults with learning disabilities is 
planned in Cambridgeshire. 

Traditional day centres, which provide 
respite for parents and carers, may move 
to smaller buildings and cut their opening 
hours, and “personal plans” will be drawn 
up, with users being given money to 
spend on activities like swimming and 
football. 

Penny Butler, head of disabilities at 
Cambridgeshire County Council, said: 
“It’s not about taking away services, but 
about working with the individual person 
to develop an individual plan which will 
benefit them. If they say they want to go 
to a conventional day centre, they will 
continue to go to a conventional day 
centre. 

“This has never been about closing the 
day centres, but about giving people more 
choice.” 

The council claims it is not a cost¬ 
cutting measure, but it will inevitably 
save money as a result. 

A letter to users of the centres in Ely, 
Wisbech, March, Cambridge, Sawston, St 
Ives, St Neots and Huntingdon, sparked 
fears they would close after the council 
said it would not own or manage them 
from March 2009. 

But following numerous concerns from 
users, they have drawn up new proposals 
- which still focus on working closely with 
voluntary organisations, which may end 
up running the centres. 

At the moment the centres are open five 
days a week from about 10am-3pm - but in 
the future some may open for a reduced 
number of hours, and perhaps only on an 
evening. 

The council also proposes to work with 
voluntary sector partners to deliver the 
individual packages. 

At the moment the council has a budget 
of £3 million to spend on day care services 
for 300 people with learning disabilities in 
the county 

It has said it is making changes because 
of requirements from central Govern¬ 
ment to make services more “personal” 
and provide more choice. 

Service users will now be consulted on 
how the changes will happen, and 
proposals will be considered by council¬ 
lors in October. Changes should be 
implemented by April 2009. 


Plan for homes 

PLANS for 23 new homes are still 
awaiting final approval. 

East Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee approved the 
plans for the development on land 
north of 92a and 94 Main Street, Little 
Downham. 

But the scheme cannot go ahead until 
a report from Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s highways division is 
received.

Motorists lose long-stay car park 


A LONG-STAY car park will 
close as Ely gears up for big 
changes. 

The 42-space Cresswells Lane 
car park in the city will close 
as East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council plans to stop 
commuters clogging up spaces 
for shoppers by cutting the 
number of long-stay spaces. 

But some councillors and 
shopkeepers have warned the 
plans may go too far and create 
a shortage of long-stay spaces, 
causing problems for shop- 
workers and for people attend¬ 


ing the city’s market on Thurs¬ 
days and Saturdays. 

It has also been announced 
that 23 new spaces will be 
created at the St Mary’s Street 
car park, which is expected to 
become short-stay when new 
regulations are introduced. 

The council says the money 
saved on the lease of the Cress- 
wells Lane car park will pay for 
a Park and Ride service from 
the new 180-space Angel Drove 
car park, set to open in Decem¬ 
ber. 

Councillor John Seaman 


MBE, chairman of the coun¬ 
cil’s environment and trans¬ 
port committee, said: “We 
always knew the time would 
come for the council to 
reconsider the future of this 
under-utilised car park with 
the surrounding area zoned for 
redevelopment.” 

Council officers say they are 
currently working through 
timescales for the changes and 
looking at ways to accommo¬ 
date the vehicles which use the 
Cresswells Lane car park on 
market days. 


Tape to remain on 
unsafe headstones

WARNING tape on grave¬ 
stones is still in place 
despite pleas from rel¬ 
atives shocked at seeing 
the names of loved ones 
obscured. 

The City of Ely Council has 
discussed other ways of mark¬ 
ing graves judged to be unsafe, 
but will persist with yellow 
tape on headstones that reads: 
“Danger, unsafe - keep away.” 

When the Weekly News 
revealed in June that about 100 
graves had been taped off at Ely 
Cemetery, readers got in touch 
to complain of the council’s 
insensitivity 

Clare Dorling arrived at the 
cemetery to find the memorial 
for her late husband Eric bound 
with unsightly tape and his 
name obscured. 

She said: “It is not very sen¬ 
sitive. If the stones are unsafe 
they have to do something, but 
it seems silly that they should 
have obliterated names. They 
could put the tape higher up or 
lower down.” 

Audrey Simon, a frequent 
visitor to the cemetery, said: 
“They acted insensitively. A 
letter to the families would 
have done. 

“What are the chances of a 
child being injured by a falling 
headstone? Nil. 

“It looks awful. The council 
are always saying how beauti¬ 
ful our city is. But if anybody 
went down there they would 
think: ‘What’s wrong with this 
city, why do they have all these 
stones like this?”’ 

The council said letters 
would be sent out to relatives 
with affected memorials, 
notifying them of the need to 
pay stonemasons’ repair fees of 
up to £200. But Mrs Dorling said 
she had still not received a 
letter and had been unable to 


contact the recommended 
stonemason to arrange repairs. 

The council says it is obliged 
to follow nationwide guidelines 
on health and safety testing 
procedures for headstones, and 
it negotiated special reduced 
repair rates with stonemasons. 

Coun John Yates, cemetery 
team leader, said the council 
had acted as sensitively as 
possible in taping off graves. 

He said: “We did look at two 


alternatives. We have been 
round and in some instances 
the tape has been replaced or 
moved. 

“The large percentage of 
relatives actually appreciate 
what we have got to do and 
understand. We are trying to 
act as sensitively as we can.” 

He said tape had come off a 
“fair percentage” of the stones 
as relatives were contacted and 
repairs made.

A MASSIVE price 
increase to bedside 
phone services in 
Cambridgeshire hos¬ 
pitals has been re¬ 
versed. 

Patients faced spiralling 
costs when they used 
phones from beds at 
Addenbrooke’s and other 
hospitals when Patientline, 
the service provider, 
increased its prices for out¬ 
going calls from lOp a 
minute to 26p in April. 

The company, which has 
systems installed beside 
75,000 NHS beds and also 
provides TV to patients, 
justified the move by 
saying use of its service 
had been lower than expec¬ 
ted, leaving it struggling 
with debts. 

However, following an 
investigation by telecoms 
regulator Ofcom, it has 
agreed to revert to the lOp 
per minute price across its 
network. 

The minimum charge of 
a call has also been cut 
from 40p to lOp, but friends 


and relatives will still have 
to pay 49p a minute to call 
in to speak to friends and 
loved ones. 

Coun Geoffrey Heath- 
cock, shadow cabinet 
member for health at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil, said it was a step in the 
right direction, but did not 
go far enough. 

He said: “This is long 
overdue. It is to be wel¬ 
comed that the regulator on 
this occasion has actually 
stood up for patients, rath¬ 
er than for the company 

“No doubt Patientline 
will say it has invested 
massive amounts of money 
in equipment, but for a lot 
of people having a phone 
when they are ill in 
hospital is literally a 
lifeline. 

“Although a company 
has to make a profit to keep 
the thing ticking along, 
there is a difference 
between making a profit 
and ripping people off. 

“The decision to lower 
prices is welcome, but 
there is still some way to go 


before we have a situation 
where people are not put off 
from staying in touch with 
loved ones in hospital 
because of the expense. 

“So far so good. I hope 
Patientline will now 
volunteer to completely 
review the whole scale of 
charges.” 

Charlotte Brown, com¬ 
mercial director of Patient¬ 
line, said the company had 
now cut its prices twice 
this year, following another 
reduction to bedside TV 
charges. 

She said: “The price cut 
is testament to our dedi¬ 
cation to making people’s 
stay in hospital easier, by 
offering customers some of 
the entertainment and 
communication choices 
they would enjoy at home.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Addenbrooke’s said: “We’re 
very pleased to hear 
Patientline has reduced its 
telephone charges, it is 
very good news for our 
patients.”

Group critical of 
burger meal for 
cancer patients 


ADDENBROOKE’S Hos¬ 
pital has been criticised 
for offering too much 
junk food and allowing 
young cancer patients 
to have a Burger King 
takeaway once a week. 
An investigation by 
pressure group the Soil 
Association, which 
promotes organic food 
and farming, visited five 
NHS hospitals to see 
what food was on offer. 
Their report, Not What 
the Doctor Ordered, 
claimed most hospitals 
were lagging behind 
schools in the provision 
of healthy food, with 
fast-food outlets on¬ 
site, vending machines 
in many buildings and 
few healthy options 
available. 

The report said: “The 
positioning of machines 
selling snack foods was 
clearly inappropriate in 
some cases. In 
Addenbrooke’s, for 
example, there was a 
machine containing 
crisps and confectionery 
just outside the door of 
the children’s ward.” 
Cancer patients on ward 
C2 at Addenbrooke’s 
have a takeaway 
evening on Saturdays, 
with the option of a 


Burger King meal. That 
was rapped in the report 
but defended by the 
hospital. 

The report said: “Once a 
week may not be often 
but it is still encouraging 
children to view 
unhealthy eating as a 
treat.” 

Addenbrooke’s said 
children had the option 
of a variety of food from 
the concourse on 
Saturday evenings. 

A spokesman said: “The 
children on ward C2 
undergoing treatment 
feel nauseous and often 
lose their appetite. To 
encourage them to eat 
we introduced a number 
of initiatives.” 

They have their own 
dedicated cook in the 
shape of Mick Law, who 
arrived in 2003. Since 
then the consumption of 
food has shot up by 75 
per cent. 

Mr Law said the food 
trolley used to come 
round at meal times, but 
if it wasn’t eaten within 
30 minutes it had to be 
thrown away - so many 
patients were missing 
out. Now, patients tuck 
into his meals whenever 
they are peckish.

BRAINY pupils in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire are a cut above 
the rest at maths, English 
and science after primary 
school. 

The Key Stage 2 results 
published by the Department for 
Children, Schools and Families 
also show boys catching up with 
girls in the best set of results ever 
seen. 

In Cambridgeshire, 83 per cent 
of 11-year-olds achieved Level 4 or 
above in English compared with 80 
per cent nationally 

In reading and writing, 86 per 
cent of the county’s youngsters

met the required level for reading, 
and 69 per cent hit the target for 
writing. The national figures were 
84 per cent and 67 per cent 
respectively 

While girls did better than boys 
in English, the roles were reversed 
in maths and overall 79 per cent 
met the required level, compared 
with 77 per cent across England. 
And it was a case of “honours 
even” in science, with 89 per cent 
of the county’s boys and girls 
achieving Level 4 or above while 
the national figure was 88 per cent. 


Helen Whiter, director of 
learning for Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: “I am 
delighted with this year’s Key 
Stage 2 results. 

“Cambridgeshire continues to 
perform above the national 
average in English, maths and 
science, and we have seen 
increases on last year’s perform¬ 
ance in all subjects. 

“I would like to pass on my 
thanks to all the children and staff 
in Cambridgeshire schools for 
their continued efforts and hard 
work.” 

Schools Minister Andrew 
Adonis also offered his congrat¬ 


ulations to those responsible for 
“the best set of Key Stage 2 results 
ever seen”. 

He said: “Over the last 10 years 
there has been substantial and 
sustained improvement.” 

But headteachers have called for 
the national primary school 
testing system to be overhauled. 

Mick Brookes, general secretary 
of the National Association of 
Head Teachers, said the tests 
“distort” education for 11-year- 
olds. 

He said: “We are letting the 
assessment system dominate the 
curriculum and it should be the 
other way round.”

A luxurious festival 
for vintage rebellion

THE annual feast of guitar 
heaven that was the Rock- 
inbeerfest has morphed 
into the bigger and better 
Cambridge Rock Festival 
taking place this weekend. 
This year’s line-up features classic 
rock from the likes of Thunder, 
Wishbone Ash, Dr Feelgood and 
The Hamsters. 

Inspired by the Cambridge Folk 
Festival but wanting a taste of 
something a little rockier, music 
lover Dave Roberts decided to 
start an event aimed at what he 
calls “mature rockers.” 

He said: “I’m a big fan of Caravan 
and the Canterbury Fayre was a 
great festival I used to go to.” 
“When that event folded it left a 
gap in my summer. I saw my 
daughter going off to Glastonbury 
and I thought: There’s nothing on 
the scene that people of my 
generation can enjoy’ something 
that was like the Cambridge Folk 
Festival but for rock.” 

The festival has grown from its 
humble origins four years ago to 
take up residence at Huntingdon 
Racecourse and now at the Kings 
Bush Centre in Godmanchester. 
This year it is expanding again 
with two new stages showcasing 
some of the best new acts. 

As well as attracting larger crowds 


each year, the festival is also 
gaining in global appeal. This 
year people have bought tickets 
from as far away as Japan. 

And music lovers can be sure to 
avoid any of the weather that 
marred other summer events as 
the festival will be under cover. 
“It’s a very comfortable festival,” 
admits Dave. “You can even get a 
roast dinner on Sunday. In my 
youth I was quite happy 
wallowing in the mud but I don’t 
think I want to do that anymore.” 
With the increase in popularity - 
there is now space for 3,000 - 
Dave said that organisers 
decided to change the name 


from the Rockinbeerfest to reflect 
the event’s growing status. He 
added: “We haven’t changed the 
beer but that was never the 
focus, it has always been a music 
festival. 

“We’re a music festival which 
happens to have a good bar. 
We’ve got 73 bands this year - as 
many bands as we’ve got beers.”

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed.

WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Q Send off change of address cards.

WRITING about cars is not 
all five star hotels and 
executive jet travel. 

I have endured Stansted and 
Dublin airports on the first day of 
the school holidays. I have stood 
shoulder to shoulder in 
interminable queues thinking that 
a cattle truck would make a viable 
alternative, and now I was sitting 
in the new Volvo V70 facing a wall 
of wet shale. 

“We want you to drive half way 
up, stop, and then let it run 
backwards without touching the 
brakes,” I was told. 

I am always willing to send 
£31,000 worth of car to the bottom 
of a ravine if instructed to do so 
and, providing I can jump clear, so 
I did just that. It seemed a fitting 
way to end it all after a miserable 
journey. 

But the new Volvo estate 
produced a ray of sunshine. The 
idea was to demonstrate that its 
hill descent system worked just as 
well going backwards as it does 
going forwards, so after clawing 
my way halfway to the sky, I sat

there with eyes closed as the Volvo 
gently lowered me back to my 
starting point. 

It was impressive stuff. 

The new V70 and its better 
equipped XC70 estate won’t 
altogether smack you in the eye. 
Volvo claims to have invented the 
estate car and, as cautious Swedes, 
they don’t go overboard when it 
comes to making changes. You can 
still recognise the original car as a 
Volvo and the V70 won’t bring 
exclamations or gasps of surprise. 

The changes are primarily at the 
front end, where it has been 
cleaned up and plasticised a little, 
and at the rear where some 
fundamental reshaping has 
allowed it to swallow a washing 
machine complete with its box and 
still allow the hatch to close. And 
that is with all seats in their 
correct position. 

Only one designer, a family man, 
worked on the cargo area design 
and the result is a very versatile 
set-up which will even take a 
couple of mountain bikes if you go 
about it the right way There are a 
two shallow drawers for stowing 
things and even the hooks for tying 
objects down don’t stick up when 
they are not in use. 

If you want the full four wheel 
drive system (its called Gear- 
tronic!) you go for the XC70 with 
prices starting at £31,035. If it is 
not so important buy the V70 
which starts from £26,495. A con¬

siderable range of extras is 
available on both models which are 
available for demo and ordering 
now and which go on sale in 
September. 

All versions of the new estate are 
pleasing to drive and are clearly 
tailored for the school run. Built-in 
and adjustable booster seats spring 
up for child use. There is even a 
shopping bag holder in the rear. 

Both models coped well with the 
vicious potholes of 
Ireland’s County 
Down and other 
places where EU 
money has yet to 
reach. However there 
were times when the 
road surface was able 
to permeate the 
interior to a sur¬ 
prising extent. 

The engine range 
includes three petrol 
engines and two 
diesel. Manual 


transmission is standard with the 
exception of the 3.2 and T6 AWD 
models which come with 
geartronic only.

It is a simple and clear 
system that is very similar to 
the colour coded white goods 
efficiency set-up seen on 
fridges and washing machines. 

Compiled in association with 
What Car? magazine, the 
scheme enables consumers to 
check the lowest carbon 
dioxide (C02) emitting models 
on a Government website. 

Launching the scheme, 
Transport Minister Jim 
Fitzpatrick said: “Climate 
change affects everyone and 
everyone can make a 
contribution to tackling it. By 
choosing the car with the most 
fuel efficient engine in its 
class, drivers could reduce 
their engine C02 emissions by 
24 per cent and potentially save 
a quarter on fuel costs. So the 
message is simple - the car you 
choose can help reduce your 
impact on the environment, 
and help save money” 

What Car? editor Steve 
Fowler said: “These car 
rankings are exactly what 
consumers need to make an 
informed choice about the type 
of car to buy in order to 
minimise their fuel 
consumption, save money and 
help tackle climate change. 

“Car buyers are making 
increasingly difficult choices 
about the cars they buy and 
these rankings will help them 
to include environmental 
factors when making that vital 
decision.” 

The “Best on C02” rankings 
were developed using 
emissions data from the

Government’s Vehicle 
Certification Agency, which is 
responsible for conducting the 
official tests to determine C02 
emissions from cars.

Raising driving age is 
an ‘undecided’ change 


NO decision on whether 
the minimum legal 
driving age should be 
raised to 18 has yet been 
made, the Department for 
Transport (Dft) has said. 

The increase from 17 to 18, as 
well as a zero alcohol limit for 
young drivers, is among 
recommendations made last 
month by the House of 
Commons Transport Committee. 

The DfT is due to publish a 
consultation document about 
driver training this autumn. 

The Times this week said it 
understood that ministers would 
propose a raising of the age as 
well as a zero alcohol level. But a 
DfT spokeswoman said today 
that nothing had yet been 
decided. 

The DfT said it would be 
necessary to consult closely with 
young people and that a range of 
options was being considered. 

A DfT spokeswoman added: 
“We announced in February that 
we intend to fundamentally 


overhaul the driver testing and 
training system. Work is on 
ongoing to inform this and we 
plan to consult later in the year - 
with particular emphasis on 
engaging with young people. 

“At this stage it is much too 
early to speculate on what may 
be included in this consultation, 
let alone what the consultation 
process may conclude.” 

The DfT is looking at driver 
training in an effort to reduce 
the large and disproportionate 
number of road casualties 
involving young drivers. 

A third of road deaths in 
Britain involve a car driven by 
someone aged 17-25. 

In 2005, 1,077 people were 
killed in such collisions. Almost 
a third of these deaths were the 
young drivers themselves. 

Although just one in eight 
licence holders is aged under 25, 
a third of drivers killed in road 
collisions is under 25. This rises 
to a half of all drivers killed at 
night. 

In its report the House of

Commons Transport Committee 
also recommended a 12-month 
minimum learning period for all 
learner drivers, hazard 
perception training, and a 
prohibition on carrying any 
passengers aged 10-20 years 
between the hours of 11pm and 
5pm in the first year of driving. 

Launching the report, the 
committee’s chairman Gwyneth 
Dunwoody MP said: “We cannot 
continue to waste young lives. 
The implementation of the 
measures in this report would go 
a long way to improve the safety 
of young and novice drivers, and 
other road users.”

Drivers map reading 
skills lost with satnav 


MORE than a third of 
motorists cannot read a basic 
road map, a survey out this 
week showed. 

And more than four in five 
fail to recognise that blue- 
coloured roads on maps sig¬ 
nify motorways, the poll from 
esure car insurance found. 

Based on responses from 
1,000 UK drivers, the research 
also revealed that 16 per cent 
no longer keep a map in their 
car. 

More than three in five have 
out-of-date maps, with about 
the same number saying they 
could not live without their 
sat-nav system. 

But 50 per cent reckon their 
satnav drives them mad at 
least once a month. 

The survey also showed 
that only one per cent of those 
polled would qualify for a Cub 
Scout map-reader badge. 

Scottish drivers are the 
poorest at recognising basic 
road symbols on maps, with 
south east England motorists

Colin Batabyal, director of 
underwriting and business 
development at esure, said:
